1. The Examiner notes for the record that applicant's 
claim 10 which is listed as ''(previously amended)" is in improper 
format; however, the Examiner has attempted to review applicant's 
action on the merits and accordingly has overlooked this 
informality. 

2. It is noted that the proposed amended claims contain a 
signifiQant number of both "new issues" and also may contain new 
matter as well. More particularly, the recitation in several of 
the claims that the adhesive material is both ''tack- free in its 
final state", the similar type recitation "that remains tacky in 
its final state", a "permanent" hinge, and (claim 27) "is at a 
point other than an edge" are each new issues and may well be new 
matter as well, since no express support has been pointed out, 
and none is believed to exist for at least all but the last 
limitation. Additionally, applicant's "Table" on page 11 of the 
response does little more than list what he has attempted to 
prove, but to date has failed to do so regarding the tackiness or 
non-tackiness of various general classes of adhesives. 

3. The Examiner has recently become aware of Serial No. 
10/294,111 , another application of the present inventor who again 
is the sole inventor, which may also, as does Serial No. 
10/294,287, already of record, raise potential double patenting 
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issues. The Examiner wishes to call this case to applicant's 
attention and respectfully would like to ask whether there are 
any other pending applications of Mr. Franko that might possibly 
4^ raise additional double patenting issues.
